REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art made of 
record fails to explicitly disclose or reasonably suggest a light guide that emits light from an 
optically transmitting sheath that has a lower refractive index than the core via fransparent 

diffuser particles that have a refractive index matched to the core, high optical transmittance, low 
back reflectance and low absorbance within the core. Therefore claim 1 is allowed. Remaining 
claims are allowable by virtue of dependency.
